LURED BY REWARD, 
BETRAYS ALLEGED 
KAUFMAN SLAYERS 


Man Reveals Identity of Rob- 
bers When Police Sign 
Money Agreement, 


SAYS COUSIN WAS CHAUFFEUR 


Asks Immunity for Relative He As- 
serts Did Not Participate 
in Tragedy. 


TWO OF ACCUSED UNDER ARREST 


Lured by the offer of the reward for the 
capture of the slayers of Mrs. Hattie Kauf- 
man, a man yesterday revealed the identity 
of the men said to have been implicated in 
the north side tragedy. 

He also made a plea for immunity for his 
cousin, who, he said, wae the chauffeur for 
the auto robbers,“ on the ground that he 
did not participate in the shooting and be- 
cause of the clews given the police. 


At least two of the robbers are said to be | 


under arrest. It was reported last night that 
all four of the highwaymen who took part 
in the crime of a week ego Saturday night 
would be caught within a few hours. 


Police Hide the Names 
The identity of the robbers is a police 
Secret. The police officials, who spent the en- 
tire day on the case, refused to divulge any 


names, but one of them said “ the Kauf- 


man mystery is no more.” 

It was the man who called up acting Capt. 
Joel Smith of the town ball police station by 
telephone and toid him that he would reyeal 
the identity of the slayers if given assurance 
that he would receive the full reward offered, 
that talbed. 

Further weight was added to his state- 
ments by reason of the fact that the man re- 
fused to give any information until legal 


him he would resesive the $1,000 reward of- 
fered by Edmund Kaufman, husband of the 
murdered woman, and the $1,000 offered by 
Julfus and Herman F. Goldberg, brothers 
of Mrs. Kaufman. 


Draw Up Agreement. 

Inspector Nicholas Hunt, Capt. John J. 
Halpin of the detective bureau, and Acting 
Capt. Smith of the Town Hal station had 
charge of the case. In the evening they 
summoned Kaufman and the Goldberg 
brothers to the Town hal! station. There 
they were met by the police officials, Chief 
Clerk James Markham of the detective bu- 
reau, Attorney Elias Mayer, and another 
man, said to have been the police informer 
and Mayer’s client. 

Markham drew up an agreement regarding 
the rewards offered by Kaufman and the 
Goldberg brothers for the arrest and con- 
viction of the murderer and his companions. 
The papers were signed, whereupon Kauf- 
man and his brothers-in-law left the station. 

Later the police officials, Chief Clerk 
Markham, Attorney Mayer, and his compan- 
fon left the station for the detective bureau. 
where they remained a long time in secret 
conference. It was not till aiate hour that 
Inspector Hunt and Capt. Halpin left for 
their homes. 

Judging from the remarks dropped by the 
officials it is believed Mayer's client after re- 
ceiving in black and white assurance that he 
would receive the reward, furnished the po- 
lice with information which will cause the 
arrest of all the automobile bandits and mur- 
éerers. 

Asks Immunity for Cousin. 

We have clews that may clear the Kauf- 
man case, but I cannot talk about it now, 
said Inspector Hunt. All the others pres- 
ent at the secret meeting have been pledged 
to secrecy. The Goldberg brothers and 
Kaufman have signed an agreement regard- 
ing the paying of the 2,000 reward. Fur- 
ther than this I can say nothing.“ 

It was not learned whether the police in- 
formam wae chauffeur for the automobile 
robbers or an outsider who had the confi- 
dence of one or more members of the robber 
gang. The police were asked if the informer 
was under arrest, but refused to throw any 
Nght on thie phase of the case. 

One report had it that the informer was 
not a member of the highwayman’s party, 
but was not only seeking the reward but 
pargaining for immunity for one of the 
robbers. It was sald he wee a cousin of the 
chauffeur who drove the highwaymen to 
their victime. The chauffeur was skid to 
have confeseed to his relative and deputized 
him to deal with the police in his behalt. 


Kaufman Faces Informer. 

Kaufman is said to have been brought face 
to face with two of the men arrested on the 
strength of the story told by the police in- 
formant. He is reported to have identified 
them, but it is said the police feel Kaufman, 
in the fear and excitement of the few mo- 
ments when he was held up, his wife shot 
before his eyes, and he finally knocked un- 
conscious, did not get an accurate im- 
pression of the highwaymen's appearance.

At his residence in 
Arlington Heights yesterday Thal admitted

Limitations on Prisoner,

Confesses to Associates, 

Van Viissingen had had the reputation of 
being one of the most prosperous real estate 
operators in Chicago. He was a clubman. 
His family had the best of associations. 

Two days before his indictment he oon- 
fessed his irregularities to two fellow real 
estate men—Thies J. Lefens and William C. 
Seipp—to whom he hed sold forged mort- 
gages. Lefens and Seipp really had Van 
Viissingen cornered. At their instance Act- 
ing State’s Attorney James J. Barbour sum- 
moned Van Vlissingen to his office on the fol- 
lowing Monday afternoon. 

Without the slightest hesitancy Van Viis- 
singen wrote a confession of his crimes, ab- 
solving every one else of any participation 
in his misdeds. Arraigned before Judge 
Windes while the indictment was being ob- 
tained from the grand jury, Van Vitesingen 
repeated his confession. In ninety minutes 
he was sentenced to from one to fourteen 
years in the state prison. 


Unique Means to Effect Forgeries. 

In accomplishing his forgeries Van Vs 
singen used a unique method. 

He devised a giaes topped table in his 
office, attaching an electric light under the 
glass. When the light wes turned on it was 
easy to trace signatures from bona dde pa- 
pers on fake mortgages which he at once 
hypothecated. A large bictter covered the 
glass top when Van Vlissingen was not se- 
cretly transferring signatures. 

In his confession Van Viissengen asserted 
that Maurice Rosenfeld and Bernhard Rosen- 
berg, with whom he had many transactions, 
had knowledge of his practices for four 
years.

Police department, 

its consequent developments, has 
ed the point which indicates that there 
is to be a general house cleaning of the pres- 
ent organization and a rehabilitation all 
along the une from top to bottom. 

There were indications yesterday, amply 
sufficient to be conclusive to observers close- 
ly in touch with the progress of the investi- 
gation, that Chief McWeeny will not long 
continue as head of the department, and 
that he will in all probability resign his 
police duties entirely rather than resume his 
post as captain, which ig his right under the 
civil service regulations. 


Many Commanders to Go. 

The official hours of perhaps a mejority 
of the present list of commanding officers 
are said to be numbered, and probably not 
more than four of the present inspectors ere 
Mkely to be found on the Job when the inves» 
tigation la concluded. 

Two of these, according to prevalent talk, 
are O’Brien and Collins. The rest of them, 
by the gossip, are ether well within tha 
danger sone or in highly precarious cirounr 

Capteins and lMeutenants involved by the 
chain of testimony which has been forged in 
the obe already heard by the civil service 
commission, and which ig likely to be of 
| fared in cases yet to 
are said to be sufficiently numerow fe 
warrant the prognosticators in predicting 
that the reorganization of the department’ 
gaid to be certain and sure, will create dae 
will be practically a new department. 


Civilian to Be Chief? 

In arriving at this termination of the turn- 
over of the department, it will surprise none 
of the close observers of what is happening 
at the city hall if several hundred policemen 
ranking below the grade of lieutenant will 
feel the necessity of resigning forthwith or 
taking the chance of facing trial before the 
merit board on the charge of neglect of duty. 

The report that Chief McWeeny is almost 
ready to quit was in private circulation dur- 
ing the day among men who are in intimate 
touch with city hall affaire Kt was coupled 
with the rumor that no present member of 
the police department will be named as his 
successor and that a civilian stands the best 
opportunity of assuming the business of re- 
habildtation of the department after the pres- 
ent investigation shall have cleaned out the 
undesirables. 


No Charges Against McWeeny. 

Tt is understood that no direct charges are 
likely to be made against Chief McWeeny, 
and that his record as a police officer is above 
the average, as ascertained by evidence 
which has been presented during the inves- 
tigation now in progress, but the suggestion 
has been made, according to the report, that 
the reconstruction of the department must 
of necessity be placed in the hands of a gen- 
eral superintendent who has no existing po- 
lice connections and who will be in a position 
to assume command without any strings at- 
tached to his complete authority. . 

The substantial features of these reports, 
which are fully believed in city hall circles, 
ran through the police department, particu- 
larly appealing to the officers who are in com- 
manding positions, and met with more or less 
belief. 

Close Watch on Patrolmen. 

That the bureau of efficiency has kept close 
watoh upon the patrolmen and is in posses- 
sion of evidence which will tend to destroy 
the usefulness to the department of many of 
the policemen, is a story whicn is not en- 
counted by the patrolmen themselves. 

The department generally, it is suggested, 
has based its hope for continued existence as 
at present constructed upon a cessation uf 
the activity of the investigators and a termi« 
nation of the inquiry before it had reached 
into the vitals of the department. 

This feeling of safety, it is now understood, 
has been dissipated by the statements which 
have come directly from Mayor Harrison 
thet nothing will be interposed in the way of 
a complete and searching investigation 
which cannot end until every dark corner is 
searched. 

Important developments, caused by tals 
sudden change in the situation, are said to 
be impending this week. 


PASTOR PLANS BETTER POLICE. 

A plan for reformation of the police de- 
partment last evening was outlined in 6 
sermon by the Rev. E. L. Williams, pastor 
of Grace Methodist Episcopal church, La 
Salle avenue and Locust street. The min- 
ister accused Chief McWeeny of making 
ru.es for the regulation of the police instead 
of executing the laws as they exist on the 
statute books. He scored professional bonds- 
men and gave the names of several of them. 
A leader of vice, he said, has more influence 
on the city government than the most wor- 
thy .citizen. 

The police department. the pastor said, 
in urging bis reforms. “ should be reorgen- 
ized. The inspectors should be done away 
with and the chief be given five assistants, 
who should have charge of as many districts. 


A captain should be placed over every one 


of the forty-five precincts, and should be 
held accountable. The Heutenant’s rank 
should be reduced from that of commanding 
officer in the station and he should be sent 


out on the street with the men to see thet 
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patrolman advised. 


— 


they do their work. This will avoid conflict 
of authority within the state and secure 
greater efficiency among patrolmen. 


“Creates Disrespect of Law.” 

“The present system of regulating vice 
creates disrespect for law, and in the mind 
of the policeman, who must aaily live a lle 
or lose his job, it creates disrespect for 
himself. Lawbreakers who are in touch with 
the police feel safe. John F. O Malley, who 
has charge of the vice district on the north 
side, and Harry F. Gibbons, who has been 
the real ruler in Lake View, have had more 
influence on government on the north side 
than the most wealthy, cultured, and most 
prominent men on the Lake Shore drive. 

“ Professional bondsmen should be driven 
out of police stations. Among the influen- 
tial men of this kind who hang around the 
East Chicago avenue station are Thomas, 
allas Spike,“ Hennesgey, a saloonkeeper; 
B. R. Simpson, deputy city sealer, and Tony 
May, an Italian newspaper dealer. From 
July to December 225 women were arrested 
as inmates of disorderly houses. They were 
bailed out by Hennessey and these other 
professional bondsmen for $ each and in ad- 
dition were fined $5 to $10 apiece. In the 
language of the streets Hennessey got them 
coming and going. 0 


Calls Judges Aid to Vicious. 

The police are not wholly to blame. In 
some instances after women are arrested 
they are turned loose again by the judge 
without punishment, and the policeman is 
disgusted and humiliated. The professional 
bondsman, however, has had his fee and the 
power of the politician is felt by the under- 
world. 

“The police department has made rules 
for ite own governing which, in many in- 
stances, are contrary both to the spirit and 
the letter of the law. I have in my posses- 
gion a list of the names and addresses of 
keepers and inmates of over a score of dis- 
orderly houses. The facts are well known 
to the police, but the houses are favored. 

Every man who breaks his oath is guilty. 
But the heavy responsibility rests upon the 
chief of police, and the heaviest of all upon 
the mayor who appointe him.“ 


‘SMALL PAY TO GIRL CLERKS 
BLAMED BY DRiHARRIS FOR VICE 
Evil Conditions in Homes Also Are De- 


clared Factor in Problem by Head of 
Northwestern. 


President A. W. Harris of Northwestern 
unfversity, a member of the Chicago vice 
commission, yesterday u a *‘ social com- 
mission to regulate vi conditions. He 
spoke before the young men’s Bible class 
of the First Presbyterian church of Evans- 
ton. : 0 

“The vice question in Chicago,“ he said, 
“is a child problem. Many women who 
enter lives of shame start at a tender age. 
Conditions pertaining to their homes are 
generally the start, although the small wages 
paid to clerks in stores is one of the main 
causes that leads to the downfall of girls. 

“In America we spend millions of dollars 
for the protection of labor, but very little is 
spent for the protection of the poor girls 
forced to work for their living. 


Urges Citizens to Action. 

“Tt seems outrageous that the people of 
Chicago should stand indifferent to the terri- 
bie conditions. There are in the city over 
5,000 women living lives of shame. The 
profits from this terrible business amount to 
$15,000,000 a year. 

Then you will begin to realize what the 
conditions really are. If the public knew 
bew terrible the conditions are, especially if 
the women knew, it would never be permitted 
to go on. I believe we have made a great 
mistake in not talking openly and frankly 
enough. 

As to a remedy, I believe we should form 
@ social commission te regulate the vice con- 

itions. It would take time to work out the 

etalls, but this seems the only remedy. The 
question should be treated in the same way 
@ physician attempts to combat a disease, 
step by step.” 


Indorses Work of Mayor. 

Mayor Harrison's attitude an the vice prob- 
lem was indorsed by the Rev. William Bur- 
gess, who spoke last night on Young Men 
and the White Slave Traffic "’ at the Ravens- 
wood Congregational church. 

“ The subconscious moral sense of the com- 
munity was expressed in a radical and vigor- 
ous vice commission report, which came 
from a source that was not intended to be 
radical, and a cleaning out of the police 
stables follows,” he said. 

„Mayor Harrison is making a record as a 
law enforcement mayor and th public is 
hailing his vigorous action without askin 
questions of his motives. 9 

“ Our standard of morals had fallen to a 
condition of moral obliquity when a dozen 
or more business’ men waited upon the mayor 
and asked that vice dives might be allowed 
to remain upon the west side, because they 
contributed to business.“ 


SEES COMMON MORAL CODE 
SOLUTION OF VICE PROBLEM. 


Dean Walter T. Sumner Holds Sexes

For First Time in Years South 
Side Saloons Close at 
1 Ace 


MUSIC STOPS AT 11 P. M. 


Two Resorts Raided and Many 
Arrests Made by New 
Inspector. 


Cleaning up of the south side levee began 
in reality early yesterday morning under 
rigid orders of Inspector P. D. O’Brien, is- 
sued the first day he succeeded Inspector 
John Wheeler, suspended. 

For the first time in years the police 
elalmed that the saloons of the Twenty-sec- 
ond street district closed at 1 o'clock a. m., 


|} music ceased at 11 p. m. the night before, 


soliciting was prohibited on the streets, no 
liquor was sold in disordefly houses, and no 
unescorted women were allowed in bar- 
rooms. 

Two resorts were raided and closed, orders 
were given eleven disorderly houses along 
car lines to vacate within a week and twen- 
ty-five arrests were made. The two resorts 
put under a permanent prohibition are at 
30-82 West Twentieth street and 2831 South 
Dearborn street. 


Car Line Streets Cleaned. 

Disorderly houses that must close in obey- 
ance of the orders for clean streets along 
which street cars pass are listed thus: 

Five in Twenty-second street between 
State and Armour avenue. 

Three in State between Eighteenth and 
Twenty-second. 

Three in Wabash between Eighteenth and 
Twenty-second. 

Frieberg’s notorious dance hall in Twenty- 
second street has not yet come specifically 
under Inspector O'Brien's orders, but the 
inspector himself went there on a scouting 
tour last night to decide whether he shall 
proceed against it. Ike Bloom, the proprie- 
tor, was credited by the Twenty-second 
street police with cheerfully obeying the 1 
o'clock limit for the sale df drinks and 
promising not to give the department any 
trouble. 


* Clean Up Resorts. 
The first raid following O' Brien's orders 
was made during a tour of Sergt. Cussens 
and a squad of Twenty-second street plein 
orders from 
Lieut. Dominick Cavanaugh. The lieutenant 
had conveyed to them the full instructions 
of Inspector O’Brien and told them to de- 
liver the orders to all keepers with the warn- 
ing that they would be enforced to the letter. 
Cussens was not told to make any arrests 
on the first night, but when he got into the 
resort at 30-82 West Twentieth street he 
saw things that shocked him. 
The resort at 2531 Dearborn street fell 
under the hammer of the Cottage Grove 
avenue police. Detectives McFadden, Cota, 
McDermott, and Ward raided it and arrested 
eleven inmates and nine visitors. It will not 
be permitted to reopen. Among the visitors 
arrested in the place are several white men 
said to be members of well to do families. 
They gave fictitious names and succeeded in 
hiding their true identity, however. 


Plan to Clean Up Streets. 

As one effective means of suppressing dis- 
orderly conduct on the streets, Inspector 
O’Brien issued supplemental orders during 
tne day that all women taken into custody 
be held with charges open until 6a. m., when 
they are to be booked. The object is to pre- 
vent women from obtaining bail directly 
after arrest. Several arrests were made by 
the Harrison street police and the prisoners 
not booked. In the..Twenty-second street 
district five women were arrested for disor- 
derly street conduct. Sergt. Cussens said 
all the saloons and cafés obeyed the 11 o’clock 
limit on music and closed their barrooms 
promptly at 1 o'clock. 

The Cottage Grove avenue station reported 
that no saloons disobeyed the new orders 
and the Harrison street station said no com- 
plaints had been made. 


O’Brien Satisfied with Work. 
Inspector O'Brien was highly pieased with 
the manner in which the men in his ¢ivision 
carried out his instructions. He also ex- 
pressed the belief that saloonkeepers and 
others in the vice area would Meld to the 
orders without giving any serious trouble. 

To see how the regulations were being 
broken or lived up to, the inspector made a 
personal tour of the division late last night. 
He went afoot and announced that he would 
stay out past I o'clock. 

In one place, Buxbaum’s saloon and cafe, 
Twenty-second and South State streets, the 
inspector found a colored entertainer singing 
and dancing. He summoned a sergeant from 
the Twenty-second street station and bad 
the man stopped. Then he went to Frie- 
berg’s dance hall, operated by Ike Bloom. 
He-found about thirty persons in the place. 
He seized a bottle of brewette, which will 
be given to the city chemist for an analysis 
today. 

Many saloons and resorts in the Twenty- 
second street district were also visited. 


Commission May Meet Today. 

A session of the commisison's investiga- 
tion may be held today 

Fifteen men were arrested by detectives 
of the Desplaines street station in a raid 
on the poolroom of Paul Peter, 211 North 
Green street. Peter and his fourteen guests 
were charged with violating an ordinance 
passed by the council on Nov. 20 prohibiting 
poolrooms from being open between 1 and 
5 a m.

Carl T. Murray’s ordi- 
nance providing any one buying firearms 
must first get a permit from the police end 
prohibiting sale, except on a certificate, is 
expected this afternoon at a meeting of the 
council’s judiciary committee. The field 
then will be clear for the passage of the 
measure tonight. * 


Old Law Defective. 

Ald. Murray has strived to prohibit un- 
desirable characters from easily getting fire- 
arms used in annual crime waves,” a rip- 
ple of which has come over Chicago. Under 
the administration of Mayor Dunne an or- 
dinance was enacted requiring registration 
of persons purchasing firearms and daily 
reports, by dealers. It was defective, be- 
cause many registered false names. Soon 
the law became a dead letter.”

Murray to appeal to the corporation coun- 
sel's office to draft a drastic ordinance. If 
passed, all applicants for firearms licenses 
will be investigated, and although the right 
of purchase cannot be denied, the police will 
have a good record of all purchasers.

Inquiry Covers Nation. 


For months the government had as many 
as twenty men searching the country for 
evidence.

Mrs. Raymond Robins Says 
They Are Most Pampered 
in Civilized World. 


GIVES FACTS ON EUROPE: 


Lack of Ability for Hard Work, 
She Asserts, Caused by News- | 
paper Flattery. 


American women are the most incapable 
and pampered in the civilized world. Mra, 
Raymond Robins made this statement yes- 
terday. Mrs. Robins is president of the 
Woman Trade Union league. : 

The newspapers of this country devote en- 
tirely too much of their time and space to the 


serted. But the greatest fault and weakness 
of American women, Mrs. Robins said, is 
that they accepted the insincere newspaper 
statements as the truth. 

Mrs. Robins was commenting on an a- 
count of trade unionism among women of 
Germany given before the league meeting by 
John C. Kennedy of Northwestern Univer- 
sity settlement. Mr. Kennedy returned re- 
cently from Germany, where he went to 
study conditions of the working people. 

“I think it is high time the women of this 
country should take notice of the ability of 
English and European women, said Mrs. 
Robins. Wherein America can an organi- 
gation be found like the English suffrage or- 
ganisation or the women’s trade unions of 
Germany? 


Bees Lack of Ability for Hard Work. 
We are backward when it comes to e- 
complishing things thet require hard work— 
like organization, for instance. The trouble 
in a large measure is with the newspapers. 
These publications speak of us as the most 
capable and intelligent in the world. 

This a not true and the papers will serve 
our cause much better if they will tell us 
what we really are—ignorant and incapable. 
When this happens we will get mad. We wil 
perhaps tear our hair, figuratively, and raise 
the dickens. 

But we will do something more. We Will 
work ourselves into such a rage that we will 
act. Should this change occur in the papers 
we would have the best women's organisa- 
tions in the world in a shorttime. We accept 
as too literal the nice things the papers say 
about us andemile. I certainly and sincerely 


to our ability and intelligence.”

A severe gale blew into Chicago yesterday 
morning. It stopped long enough to smash 
billboards, destroy a chimney, crush in sev- 
eral windows, and break up a church serv- 
ice.

By the time it reached Wilmette it had 
attained the velocity of a hurricane and 
left such a trail of destruction in its path 
that residents of the north shore villages 
from Wilmette to Lake Forest spent the 
larger part of the afternoon clearing dédris 
out of the streets.

The cupola fell in 
small pieces about the startled heads of the 
congregation and the church service was 
postponed for the day. 


One Person Injured. 

It is estimated the total damage will be 
several thousand dollars. In Chicago alone 
one person was injured and transportation 
on the Northwestern Elevated railway was 
tied up. 

The man injured was Charles Burns, a la- 
borer. He was standing at West Division and 
Condon streets when a shower of bricks 
from a falling chimney descended upon his 
head and shoulders. His injuries, which 
were not serious, were attended to at the 
East Chicago avenue police station. 


Sorority Girls Flee Into Street.

Stimson Says Fighting Force 
Would Be Helpless Against 
_Any Big Power. 


PLEA FOR PORTO RICANS. 


Sale of Friar Lands in Philip- 
pines Urged in Report to 
President. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—In his annual 
report to the president today, Secretary of 
War Stimson said the contingency of war 
with a first class power would find the army 
of the United States unprepared. He at- 
tributed this largely to the fact that the army 
was “scattered out over the country in 
too many posts, and to a lack of reserves. 

As to the unpreparedness of the army in 
artillery and ammunition, Secretary Stimson 
saye that at the present rate of appropri- 
ation it is estimated it would take more than 
fifty years to obtain a reasonable supply of 
field artillery guns, carriages, and ammuni- 
tion that would be necessary in the event of 
wer.” 

The report mekes the startling statement 
that at a conservative estimate the expense 
per effective rifieman in the United States 
army is between two and five times as much 
as any firet class power on the continent of 
Durope. This comparison is made after ex- 
cluding from consideration the higher pay 
and better subsistence that American sol- 
Ates receive. 


Plea for Porto Ricans. 

Dealing with insular affairs, the report 
urges that the right of American citizenship 
be granted to the natives of Porto Rico. The 
demand for citizenship of the Porto Ricans is 
disassociated from any thought of state- 

Congress is urged to express its wishes re- 
garding the disposal of the unoccupied friar 
lands in the Philippines, to increase the 
limit of indebtedness which may be incurred 
by the Philippine government for public 
works from $5,000,000 to $15,000,000, to pass 
a Philippine naturalization law, and to grant 
pensions to Americans who have served ten 
years in the islands. 

Secretary Stimson recommends that the | 
permanent organization to operate the Pana- 
ma canal be established on a strictly busi- 
mess basis and not with the idea of up- 
lifting or governing a dependent people. The 
question of tolls, he believes, should be left 

to the determination of the president, based 

upon acquired experience. American ship- 
ping should be granted practically free use 
of the anal. 


Seeks Change in Promotions, 
Secrotary Stimson takes a stand with his 
predecessors, Root, , Wright, and Dick- 
inson, in favor of stem of selection in 
making army prom s instead of upon the 
rule of seniority. He notes a distinct im- 
provement in the personnel, but says there 
fe much dead wood in the army and many 
backward tendencies. 
The army posta as at present located are 
Geciared to be wholly unfit and to lead to 
extravagance. Few of them are suited 
meet the strategic needs of national action 
or defense. 
In short,“ says the secretary, ‘we have 
ttered our army over the country as if 
were merely groups of local constabulary 
instead of a national organization. The re- 
suit ie an army Whichs extraordinarily ex- 
pensive to maintain. and one whose efficien- 
ey for the main purpose of its existence has 
Deen nullified so far as geographical loca- 
tion can nullify it. It is true that the smal! 


units have maintained efficiency, but for 


the remote contingency of a war with a first 
class power the army ie unprepared.” 


Wants Shorter Army 
The secretary commits himself unqualified- 
ly to the theory that it ie a function of the 
modern army to be the school of the citizen, 
soldier, as opposed to those who contend for 
a permanent organization of professional 
soldiers. He says the body of highly pol- 
ished soldiers with which Frederick the 
Great conducted his campaign has no place 
in modern or modern war. 
Therefore, the sécretary disapproves of the 
long term of t, and favors the short- 
ening of the present term to lees than three 
years, 80 as to allow as many men as pos 
sibie-to go through the training of the regu- 
lag army, while retaining some hold over 
the discharged soldier by which he can be 
called to the colors in case of war.

Cut in Southern Delegation. 

Another matter expected to be presented to 
the committee for action will be in the form 
of a resolution for the reduction of southern 
representation in the convention. The plan 
proposed will be identical with that defeated 
by the national Republican convention of 
1908. 

It contemplates the apportionment of dele- 
gates among the states according to the Re- 
publican vote cast in the last presidential 
election. Because of the disfranchisement of 
the negro in the south, the effect of such 
& proposition if adopted would be materially 
te curtail Republican representation from 
that section and deprive some states of delo- 


gates entirely. 


An analysis of the vote of three years ago 
demonstrates that four-fifths of the Repub- 
Hican party approve of the plan to reduce 
southern representation. The national com- 
mittee, if called upon to dispose of this pro- 
posal, will hold that it must be bound by the 
action of the convention. This will be ap- 
proved by friends of President Taft, who are 
relying upon southern votes to swing him the 
nomination next June. 


Fight Officeho Delegates. 

As a concession to the sentiment for the 
reduction of southern representation, Na- 
tional Committeeman Cecil Lyon of Texas 
will offer a resolution forbidding the elec- 
tion of federal office holders as delegates. 
This will be strongly opposed by other south- 
ern representatives on the comm'ttee, and it 
is not likely to prevail. Delegates hold- 
ing official positions are necessarily com- 
pelled to do whatever the administration di- 
rects, and consequently are without inde- 
pendence. 

The national committee will prepare with 
great care the cal! for the conventio: The 
date for the meeting of the convention will 
be fixed during the third week in June. It is 
reallted that a short campaign will be ad- 
vantageous, since it will give the De.nocra.s 
less time in which to work. Chic#dgo will be 
named without doubt as the convention city.

DENEEN TO SEEK 
HIS PRESENT JOB 


Governor Expected to An- 
nounce Candidacy Upon 
Return from East. 


NO PLEDGE BY PRESIDENT 


Taft Will Not Become Ally of 
Any Faction in Coming 
Illinois Fight. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Weghington, D. C., Dec. 10.—[Special.]}— 
That Gov. Deneen will be a candidate for 
renomination to the governorship is the con- 
viction of the Illinois Republican leaders 
here. It ig believed he will announce his 
candidacy for reélection before Christmas. 

The governor left Washington for Illinois 
this afternoon. He will go to Chicago, and 
thence to Springfield, where he is to under- 
go treatment for the injury to his leg. His 
exertions while in the capital resulted in re- 
Viving the inflammation in bis ankle, and 
treatment by physicians was necessary. 


No Pledge by President. 

Members of the Illinois delegation who 
talked with the governor after his confer- 
ence with President Taft appear to think 
Mr. Deneen received no encouragement ta 
believe he would receive administration sup- 
port in the primaries The friends of Presi- 
dent Taft also assert he will keep himself 
free from entanglement in alliance with any 
faction. The administration Republicans 
say the president will favor the reélection 
of Senator Cullom, in the event he is a can- 
didate. 

They think the candidacy of Deneen for the 
senatorship would produce a certain amount 
of embarrassment for the president, and 
that the governor appreciates this. The 
prevailing opinion, therefore, is that the 
governor will seek reslection to his present, 
office, leaving his senatorial ambitions to 
future’ developments. 


Plan Indirect Primary. 

There is one thing certain, however, and 
that is that Gov. Deneen goes home to work 
for the renomination of President Taft. The 
governor and the national committeeman, 
Frank O. Lowden, had a talk yesterday 
about the progressive proposition to hold a 
presidential preference primary in Illinois. 
They agreed, although there is a primary. 
law in that state on the senatorship and. 
state offices, there is no machinery for regis 
tering a vote on presidential candidates. The 
nearest approach to it is the direct election 
of the precinct committeemen, who elect the 
delegates to the national convention. 

Mr. Deneen and Mr. Lowden thought the 
preference of the voters might be ascer- 
tained if the La Follette and Taft sup- 
porters would put up candidates for com- 
mitteemen in each precinck Then the com- 
mitteemen elected would indicate the choice 
of the voters between Taft and La Follette. 


MAYOR SEIDEL WILL RUN AGAIN. 


Socialist Leader in Milwaukee to Ask 
for Re-election—No Oppo- 
nents in Party. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 10.—Mayor Emu 
Seidel, Social Democrat, again will go before 
the people of Milwaukee as a candidate for

Retrns from a number of the sixty-five 
branches of the Social Democratic party in 
the city to which a call for nominations was 
sent, indicate that Seidel is without opposi- 
tion in his party.

ROSENWALD NOT BACKER. 


Education Board Member Prints Denial 
of Financial Aid. 


Efforts to break up what he calls a cheap 
colonization scheme and the fact that the 
efforts had considerable effect brought on 
Harry A. Lipsky, member of the board of 
education, a rebuke from the “ Jewish Farm- 
ers’ association’ last night. 

About 100 members of the association met 
in Workingman's hall and passed resolutions 
callirig on Mayor Harrison to remove Mr, 
Lipsky from the school board, because he 
opposed Jewish interests. A petition is to 
be circulated. 

We will have 10,000 signers to this peti- 
tion within a week,” said Adolph Goldman, 
president of the association, “and we in- 
tend to try to put it through.” 


Rosenwald Writes Letter. 

Mr. Lipsky was not present, but discussed 
the situation later. Last Tuesday the Jew- 
ish Daily Courier, of which he is business 
manfger, published a letter from Julius 
Rosenwald, who has contributed largely to 
local charities, addressed to Dr. A. L. Levy 
and disclaiming connection with a project for 
furnishing $1,000 to Chicago Jews bound for 
Wyoming as settlers. According to Mr. 
Lipsky the men promoting this Wyoming 
colony instigated the attack on him that cul- 
minated in the resolutions. 

L. Weiss and J. Ettelson, interested in the 
Hebrew farmers’ colonization project,“ 
have been urging west side Jews to take 
land in Wyoming. There was some hint of 
connection with the Jewish Agricultural Aid 
society, a national organization of which Dr. 
Levy, a former rabbi, is secretary, and a 
further suggestion arose that Mr. Rosenwald 
was going to furnish $1,000 to each colonist. 


Lipsky Calls It His Duty. 

The plan did not appeal to Mr. Rosenwald, 
and his letter to Dr. Levy mentioned the 
desirability of undeceiving the prospective 
colonists. He added that he knew of at 
least one case where a poor man had intended 
to go to Wyoming on the strength of the im- 
pression that he would supply the $1,000 
The letter was published in English and 
Hebrew in Mr. Lipaky's paper. 

“It was our duty to undecelve these poor 
people,” said Mr. Lipsky. “‘ We investigated 
the scheme and could find no responsible 
people behind it We knew colonists might

“The desire for such exclusion,” adds the 
paper, is the real motive of the Jews in the 
United States, who are driving American 
politicians witb a pitiless whip.”

French Scientist Claims That 
Life Might. Be Prolonged 
by Use of Serums. 


CALLS INFIRMITY A “BUG” 


Organizes Society of ‘Optimists,’ 
Which Hopes to Prove ‘Foun- 
tain of Youth’ Real. 


PARIS, Dec. 10™Terra incognita, the land 
of perpetual youth, or something like it, 
which existe in the mythology of nearly 
every race and country, will be discovered 
one of these days, according to Prof. Elo 
Metchnikoff, the noted microscopist. 

Before a society in Paris called the Op- 
timists Prof. Metchnikoff told of experiments 
conducted by himself whiich led to the con- 
vietion that old age is a germ and not an 
inevitable condition that cannot be eradi- 
cated. The Optimists’ society comprises in 
ite membership many persons distinguished 
in science, philosophy, literature, diplomacy, 
medicine, and art, and also soldiers and 
aviatorn Mme. d’Agincourt is the high 
priestess. 

The object of the society, as ite name indi- 
cates, is to look on the bright aide of things. 


Prof. Metchnikoff certainly adhered to tha’ ) 


fundamental principle in holding out hope 
that the spring which Ponce de Leon sought 
in Florida exists in every land where science 
is progressive. 


Old Age Is a Germ. 

According to what Prof. Metchnikoff told 
the Optimists, his inquiries into the reasons 
for mental and physical decay in the human 
animal had extended over a period of many 
years. A close observer and a persistent ex- 
perimenter, he had accumulated a mass of 
material which had convinced him that old 
age was not a mere wearing out of the human 
machine but a malady with a specific germ. 

Further experiments, he said, had located 
the virus which was inherent In every human 
being. In normal life it was thrown off as 
years progressed, until finally it seized on a 
man's vitality, causing the hair to turn gray, 
the skin to wrinkle, and the limbs and essen- 
tial organs to deteriorate. 

Prof. Metchnikoff worked out his theory 
into the conviction that the kidneys and the 
main digestive tube are the principal seats 
of the germ. Going further he prepared 
serums with which he treated anthropoid 
apes. The outcome of this treatment, he 
said, confirmed his conjectures in every par- 
ticular. 
toms of old age after a short period of the 
administration of injections, but this was not 
accompanied by any acute disease in any 
organ. After a month or so a 9 months old 
monkey bad all the appearance and actions 
of advanced years. 


Life Is Not Perpetual. 

To these statements Prof. Metchnikof 
added the assertion that his experiments 
had progressed to a point where only a step 
or two was required to find the remedy.

IL An 
hope that any of the 100 or more men im- 
prisoned by the explosion and fire in the 
Cross mountain mine yesterday morning will 
be taken out alive was abandoned tonight. 

Rescue efforts of the forty hours have . 
resulted only in the recovery of eight 


mantzled bodies. The relief parties have suc- 


ceeded in penetrating but half way to where 
the victims are supposed to be located two 
miles back in the mountain. 

Work moved slowly today, because of 


deadly black damp. The latter caused all 


work to be stopped for a time this afternoon, 
but by nightfall it was resumed. Mine ex- 
perts tonight said it would be days before 
each lateral had been penetrated and said 
that when all the bodies would be found 
Was guesswork. It is in the laterals that 
the most bodies are expected to be found. 


Crowds Around Mine Mouth. 

Straining on the ropes at the mine opening 
are the relatives of victims, anxiously await- 
ing some word from within the yawning 
mouth of the death trap. The situation be- 
comes more tense as each car of débris is 
brought to the surface, for its driver might 
bring some word, or with the débris might 
be a body. 

The whistle of the special train bringing 
coffins at 2 o'clock on Sunday morning 
brought another horror to the little — 
The special brought 175 boxes, and they 
were piled near the mouth ofthe mine. Only 
eight of these boxes were opened today. 

A pall of silent sorrow existed about the 
mouth of the mine, as thousands congre- 
gated, some standing for hours and others 
moving momentarily from one point of 
vantage to another.

RULING AFFECTS BDDY CASE 


Judge Opens Way for Opponents 
to Attack Leader’s Will.

Federal Jurist Grants Right to Give

Concord, N. H., Dec. 10.—[Special.]—Judge 
Aldrich of the United States Circuit court 
for the district of New Hampshire has made 
an important decision in the litigation pend- 
ing against the executor of Mary Baker Eddy, 
which decision was given out by the clerk of 
the court this evening. 

A bill in equity was filed some time ago in 
the United States court by Dr. E. J. Foster- 
Eddy, Mrs. Eddy’s adopted son, in which he 
set up the same claims against the legality 
of the disposition of the residue of the estate 
to the directors of the Boston church for re- 
ligious purposes as were set up by George W. 
Glover, Mrs. Eddy’s son, im the state courts 
here. 


Raises Question of Fact. 

Counsel for Gen. Baker, executor of the 
will, set up a general demurrer in the federal 
court and also introduced an interlocutory 
motion to stop Dr. Foster-Eddy from going 
on with the case by reason of a family settle- | 
ment to which he waga party and in which 
he agreed not to contest any will which Mrs. 
Eddy might thereafter make. 

The motion to remove the case from the 
court on this ground is dented in Judge 
Aldrich’s decision, because, he says, the 
plaintiff alleges that the family settlement 
was procured through ‘deception and 
fraudulent means.“ The judge says that 
here are questions of facts to be determined 
and that Dr. Foster-Eddy has a right to show 
these facts if he can. 


Raises Religious Question, 
Judge Aldrich says further that the plead- 
ing of the plaintiff raised the question as to 
whether Christian Science, to the furtherance 
of which the bulk of the estate is willed, is 
not against publicapolicy. 


The effect of the decision, it is believed, will. 


be to open up for trial many facts which 
those who are attacking the will and religion 
of Mrs. Eddy have been long fighting for an 
opportunity to reveal,

conscious said the Rev. Dr. Reginal J. 
Campbell, pastor of the City Temple, London, 
in his sermon yesterday morning at the Audi- 
torium recital hall. He addressed the con- 
gregation of Dr. Frank Gunsaulus. 
Here in the United States you have gained 
many things,“ said Dr. Campbell, but you 
have lost your God consciousness. You were 
started aright by the Pilgrim fathers, but 
now fierce passions are abroad—monsters 
easier to arouse than to control. 

“A panic of selfishness is upon you. Behind 
all this hurry and restlessness, and wear and 
tear, is the hungering of humanity for God. 


Says Parable Is Misconstrued. 

“I do not say that a readjustment of 
conditions is needed, but the awakening of 
a spiritual consciousness is necessary. Chi- 
cago society has ceased to be God conscious. 
We need to pray for the coming of Christ's 
kingdom. Pray for it, hava faith in it, work 
for it. expect it, and believe that it will 
come. 

Dr. Campbell did not speak upon his as- 
signed subject, Spiritual Use of Material 
Things, at the Sunday Evening club at 
Orchestra hall. He said the lesson of the 
prodigal son doesn't fit in with things he 
has learned about salvation. 

“This parable has often been miscon- 
strued in the pulpit,’ he said. “It is a 
beautiful lesson of life. That is all there is 
to it. There are two kinds of people in the 
world, the once born and the twice borh. 


no hitch in their spiritual lives. They do 
not appreciate the goodness of God's teach- 
ings, like the twice born who strayed from 
the paths of righteousness for a while.”

MONEY AWARDS $4,000,000. 


Equals Total of Judgments Made by 
London Bench in Twelvemonth. 


Increasing troubles of Father Dearborn's 
family are reflected in the report of the fifth 
year’s business of the Municipal court, com- 
pleted by Chief Justice Harry Olson. There 
were 4,956 more cases filed in the year ending 
Dec. 2 than in the previous twelvemonth. 
The total number of controversies presented 
to the court was 147,456. 

During the year 2,282 cases were disposed 
of. Orders disposing of 1,881 cases were 
afterwards vacated, which leaves a net bal- 
ance of 4,005 more cases filed than disposed 
of. Of the total cases 63,223 were civil 
actions and 93,882 were criminal. 


Equals London Court. 

The money judgments amounted to 4,008. 
254.58, a sum equal to that\entered by the 
High Court of Justice in London for a like 
period. 

Fees paid to jurors in civil cases totaled 
$98,284.15, and in criminal cases $17,657.55, 
a total of $110,941.70. 

The total receipts, of) the court for the 
year were $8781,.000 and the expenses 
amounted to §768,000. The met earnings re- 
turned to the taxpayers amount to $568,000.

Escaloped Foods. 


HE escaloped method of preparing meats, 

vegetables, etc., ie one eminently adapted 

to léftovers of all sorts. Both leftover 

cooked and small supplies of uncooked 

food materials may be used in scallops 

to great advantage and acceptableness. The 

most commonplace of ingredients may be com- 

bined escalopwise in casserole or even in pan 
for quite elegant dishes. 

Whether in casserole or pan, such food is 

exceptionally good, and since scallops should 


always be served from the dish in which ther

The white potato may de combined with 
onions or with cheese or with meats in quite 
delicious scallops. <A scallop of creamed cod- 
fish and cold potatoes with a half cup or so 
of bread crumbs for the top of the dish is very 
good. Or the codfish may be combined with 
crackers or even with cold boiled rice. In the 
latter case an egg Or enough eggs may be 
used on top and the whole cooked only long 
enough to cook them. The name sea food 
scallops has been extended to include even 
one of codfish, 

With some leftover or freshly made white 
sauce and some bits of meat or vegetables 
one has with the bread crumbs and some pepper 
and salt all thatis needed. A cupful of white 
sauce to a quart of cold potatoes is a good 
proportion for the potato scallop. Some cooks, 
however, prefer to sprinkle in their flour, dot 
their ingredients with butter ard ur over 
the whole the milk rather than to make these 
into a white sauce, . 

The little individual scallop ‘s coming to be 
considered the most dainty way of serving 
many a side dish to meat, and the manufac- 
turers ‘are outdoing themselves in making 
dainty receptacles for this sort of cooking. 

The tomato, raw or cooked, is the great 


alternate for white sauce or milk. Fresh 


tomatoes are best for fish, and the canned 
with almost any meat and with several of the 
vegetables. The coarser pieces of celery with 
tomatoes and bread crumbs may in this way 
be most acceptably utilized, 

Such meat as cold roast pork may be com- 
bined with cold creamed cabbage, while per- 
haps the most accéptable vegetable with 
chicken is celery.

R. TIM MURPHY, as much as any 
other comedian in America, de- 
serves a good play. It is poseible to 
proceed indefinitely with an enumer- 


ation of his pleasant ways upon the” 
stage; his mellowness, his ** unction,’’ his 


delightfully insinuating sense of humor as 
expressed in counfless details, more or less 
subtle, and so forth. de is a fine actor, and, 
moreover, though this may be no place to 
say it, he is a gentleman-actor. His attrac- 
tive personality is as potent on this side of 
the footlights ag on that. So he deserves at 
least thing from the dramatist. 

One admirer of Mr. Murphy's last evening 
at Powers’ eaid that he did not need a good 
play; that, no matter how cheap his environ- 
ment, he was able to produce worthy enter- 
tginment through his sheer gepius. In a 
measure that is true. Though handicapped 
by a rambling compilation of most of the 
tawdry tricks of the play writing trade, and by 
a supporting company many of whose mem- 
bers should be whittling store boxes in front 
of the village postoffice, he afforded much 
explicab’e enjoyment. But the exhibition, 
as a drama, in a metropolitan theater, was 
not at all what it should have been. It was 
merely the same old, inexcusable spectacle

blame. 

For there are plays that he might do—Mr.

Urbana, III., Dec. 10.—[Special. }—The sum- 
mer baseball law of the western conference 
is violated by every member of the organiza- 
tion, declared George Huff, director of ath- 
letics at the University of Illinois, in a state- 
ment today. Furthermore, in his opinion, 
the law never will be enforced, because it 
ig unjust and lacks the moral support o 
the universities. : 

Coaches who profess to believe that their 
players are immaculate are either stupid or 
willfully blind, asserted Huff, and he added 
that he thought it time for the conferencé, 
which has solved other problema, to abolish 
the only law it never has been able to en- 
force. As for complications with the Ama- 
teur Athletic union, Director Huff suggests 
that athletes be limited to baseball. The in- 
evitable success of the Illinois champion 
teams in the past is pointed out to show 
that no selfish motive animates the local 
stand.
